The Secretariat of the DWK issued, the following decree on the cessation of 
sequestrations of property in the Soviet Occupation Zone? 

By the will of the people and their parties end organizations, the enterpri&g* 
of war an d Nazi criminals were requisitioned by the states of the Soviet Occupation 
Zone and transferred to the people’s possession. The expropriation of the property 
of war and Nazi criminals is a significant step towards assurance of peace. 

After execution of these functions in the states and after closing the 
sequestration lists, the DWK asked SMA Germany to confirm the expropriations, accord- 
ing to the list presented by the Central German Commission for Sequestration and 
Requisitioning following the decrees of the governments of the states. 

Since property conditions for former possessions of war and Nazi criminals have 
been clarified, the DWK, in the interest of furthering the democratic reconstruction 
of the economy, asked SMA Germany to confirm that the Sequestration Commissions formed 
under Order No. 124 have concluded their activity and are dissolved. 

All sequestration proceedings under Order 124 concerning industrial property 
are terminated on 1 Apr 48 and all concerning non-industrial property on 15 April 194(5. 

The state governments are enjoined, on the basis of the directions of the DWK, 
to conclude by 15 Julyil948 the entry in the Trade Register ot Property Register of 
firms and other property transferred into the hands of the people. 

The DWK calls the attention of all democratic personnel and administrative 
organs of the Soviet Occupation Zone to the significance of the firms and other 
assets transferred into the possession of the people. The securing and full 
utilization of these people’s possessions is an essential task of all democratic 
personnel. The DWK aid the state government assume the obligation of supplying 
the people-owned enterprises with suitable power to undertake the improvement of 
organization of these enterprises, to stabilize their financial structure, and to 
guarantee their productivity.

Directive No. 1 

of the German Economic Commission on Order So, ,64 


1. The archival material on cases of sequestration and requisitioning investigated 
by the local, county, and Land commissions is to be given to the Minister of 
Interior of the Land and kept by him. Copies of the decrees of the Land 
Commissions and the Land governments on expropriation proceedings are to be 
taken charge of by the Committee for Protection of People's Property in the EWK. 

2. The expropriation affects, in expropriations of economic enterprises, not only 
balanced property but primarily also property serving for industrial purposes, 
including all rights and interests, as far as the decrees of the Land Commissions 
do not expressly order otherwise. 

If in an enterprise with several working establishments only part of the working 
establishments are expropriated, the expropriation also applies to all other 
parts of the enterprises which are in economic connection with these, 

3» Liabilities which existed before 8 May 1945 will not be taken over by the legal 
representatives (Rechtstr&ger) of people-owned enterprises. 

Bank liabilities which were incurred after 8 May 1945 in the new credit 
institutions of the Soviet Occupation Zone are to be assumed by the people-owned 
enterprises. For these the competent legal representative of the people-owned 
enterprise to which they originally belonged is responsible. 

Liabilities incurred after 8 May 1945 will be assumed by the legal holder of 
the people-owned enterprises, so far as they were incurred in normal business 
traffic. 

Basic agreements (for example, right of way and water rights) hold good, as far 
as they correspond with public interests and economic necessities. In cases of 
doubt, the Minister of Economy decides. 


Retroactive claims for the period of sequestration cannot be legally made on the 
administrative service offices. 


4, After the termination of sequestration ordered in Order No, 64, legal measures are 
no longer valid against expropriations, nor are other measures for reconsideration 
of sequestration proceedings. 


5. The competent property registration offices have to eliminate the former owner 
within 5 days, at the request of the Land governments, and to enter in Column 2 
"Property of the People, 11 The lower courts competent for the handling of the 
Trade Register, on the recommendation of the Land governments, have to undertake 
the removals of the previously entered enterprises within 5 days. 

Special directions will be given for further entires in the Property and Trade 
Registers. 

The declarations of the Land governments necessary for alterations in the 
Registers of Trade and Property are to be handed to the local courts by, at latest, 
15 May 1948. 

6. A document affirming the expropriation is to be delivered by the Land governments 
to firms expropriated and included in the confirmed list. In cases in which the 
expropriation was not confirmed, the sequestration is to be annulled by the 
Land government by 30 April 1948. 


These statements of the Land governments are made according to the uniform 
instruction Issued by the DWK. 

7. The execution of these directives is to be controlled by the Committee for 
Protection of the People's Property.

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Directive No. 2 of the DWK on Order Ho, 64 (Directive for Evaluation of Bug 1 nee a Proa-g cty.) 

1. The people-owned enterprises are to he transferred for attainment of a sui table 
administration first to the combines of people-owned enterprises? as additional 
legal owners cities, counties, communities, cooperatives, and the VdgB may be 
named. Small firms can be sold or leased, in exceptional cases, to persons 
guaranteed democratic. 

2. Enterprises of special economic significance are in principle to be transferred 

to the Combines of People-Owned firms. As enterprises of this type are considered: 

a. Production and other enterprises whose marketing territories, because of 
their capacity, exceed city or county scope; further enterprises of the 
same 4fl>* with capacity which is now lowered, but is restorable. 

b. Enterprises of raw and basic material production, firms for exploitation 
of mineral wealth. 

c. Enterprises important for export.. 

d. Enterprises which are suitable for merging. 

e. Enterprises which are of special economic significance VeoanBeotfftbhelr type 
of production. 

3. Expropriated industrial production enterprises and commercial enterprises which 
were expropriated through the land reform or under Order Ho. 201, or will still 
be expropriated, likewise fall under the provisions of this order. 

4. Independent agricultural firms which were included as part of the operational 
property of expropriated enterprises are to be submitted for division to the 
land commissions. Industrial enterprises which are included as part of the 
operational property of expropriated enterprises and do not represent production 
units will be treated according to the provisions for utilization of non-operational 
items of property. 

5. Expropriated share rights in tatitarfrrlses of the type described under No. 2 and 
other expropriated rights towards such enterprises are transferred to the 
organizations of people-owned enterprises, even if they were expropriated as 
rights of an enterprise which does not fall into this classification. The same 
applies for patents and trade marks. 

6. For every enterprise which becomes peopled property, a definite description 

of the property included in the expropriation is to be supplied to the DWK through 
the Minister of Interior, according to directions of the Committee for Protection 
of People’s Property. 

7. Transfers to public legal representatives, VdgB, and cooperatives are exempt 
from dues, charges, and taxes. 

8. Until final realization, the operational items transferred to the people's 
possession are to be administered by the persons previously entrusted with 
administration f,s trustees, under the direction of the offices for people-owned 
firms in the Land governments. 

9. For realisation of operational properties not transferred to zonal administration, 
the Land governments have by 15 May 1948 to submit proposals for realization to 
the DWK, through the Committee for Protection of People's Property. 

10. Supervision of execution of these directives is maintained through the Committee 
for Protection of People's Property in the DWK.

Official Minutes of a Conference with _ Mi ni ater S . elbm finn,, Ifr . Spy. 

Minister Selbmann invited to a conference one representative of each of the 
Main Administrations of the People-Owned Firms of the states of the Russian Zone, 
and the heads of the offices of the office of people-owned firms of the states. 

Persons present were Minister Dicker, Ministerlaldirektor Dr, Brundert, Dr. Poprawe, 
Mewes, Hansen, Beyer, and others. The meeting occurred in the DWK Industry Section, 
Minister Selbmann discussed the following points* 

1. List. A 

List A is confirmed "by OSMA and presented to the Land governments. In regard 
to suggestions of the states, alight alterations were made in the list, "based 
on SMA measures. There were some firms omitted and put into List B, and 
others also were Included which had not been previously mentioned as expropriated* 

The Main Administrations or the officers of the people-owned firms or any other 
offices entrusted with the administration of firms have now no more right to 
discuss the legality of decisions which have been made. 

Changes in the list could be made only on order of Marshal Sokolovsky. 

Applicants are referred to him. 

Firms in List 0, which have not yet been transferred into the possession of 
the Land* will probably be released by SMA in a reasonable time and will be 
declared people-owned firms* 

2. Order 64 an d Provisions for Execution 

Expropriations which were carried out in a Land inclh.de expropriation of the 
same plants as far as they are located in other states of the Russian Zone. 

In cases of doubt, the offices of the states are to apply to the Committee for 
Protection of People’s Property^ In the EWE. This regulation also applies if 
only the branch institution is expropriated. Every expropriation applies only 
to the state in which the property is. 

All firttSunlts of ABC and the Siemens-Halske and Siemans-Schuckert Concern are 
In every case considered expropriated* The offices have particularly to attend 
to new foundations of these firms, A corresponding ordinance on hindering of 
industry will be issued by DWX in the next few days. New foundations of this 
type have already occurred but are considered as expropriated. In this 
connection the Register of Commerce and the Chambers of Commerce and Industry 
are to be especially observed. 

The date of sequestration (especially in establishment of the extent of the 
expropriated property) is considered in principle 8 May 1945. 

3. Combines of People-Owned Firms 

Through changes in the confiimed List A, there are some unimportant changes in 
the list* of the combines furnished to the states. These will be published as 
quickly as possible. The process of forming the zonal combines is still not 
concluded. Firm claims can still be placed by the states in the zonal combines. 
Returns to the state, however, are In principle not considered. 

In esse the states still want to give firms to the zonal combines, suggestions 
in the form of a list are to be supplied by DWX. In this the economic signifi- 
cance of the firm and the size of its crew are especially to be brought out. 

; stated that Saxony-Anhalt in particular has presented a whole series 

of such proposals* 

4. Foreign P roperty and, Foreign._Shar.ea. 

As far as firms of this type are included in the zonal combines, they will 
remain there. The combines In these cases are considered trustees. The firms 
remain independent and are to show balances separately. Foreign indebtedness 
nn <3 foreign capital in people-owned firms (share firms) are in each case to be 
shown in the balance according to order.

The removal of these firms from List A does not alter their connection with the 
zonal combines. 


5. Partial Expropriation 

In every case only that is considered expropriated which is given in List A. 
The idea that in partial expropriation the firm is regarded as completely 
expropriated and is to pay commutation to the non-expropriated owners is 
incorrect. The resolution based on List A is decisive. 


As far as partly expropriated firms are included in the zonal combines, they 
will continue there. The firms remain independent, however, are considered only 
as sharing firms, and finance themselves. 


6. Realizatio n Proposals of the States 

The states are invited on the basis of their A Lists to present realization 
proposals to DWK by 1$ May 1948. The terminal date cannot be extended. 

Proposals are therefore to be forwarded as quickly as possible. 

For utilization for zonal combines, proposals are to be brought by the states 
from the lists already presented. For the group Stones and Earths, a further 
zonal association will be formed. The firms belonging to this will be notified. 
Food, tobacco, and construction industry remain at state level. 

InrfPsr°an 4 - staging- possible, as many of the remaining firms as feasible are 
to be turned over to cities and counties. Exceptions to this are all firms 
which may later acquire some zonal significance. This includes, among others, 
large construction films (bridge-building institutions, etc.), and engineer 
offices. Release to consumer cooperatives may occur. Manufacturing firms, 
however, are included only if they are directly necessary to the distribution 
setupp. Not included are, for example, large breweries, chocolate factories, etc. 
These remain in the Land. Transfer to cooperatives applies only to purely 
consumer cooperatives. 

7. Sale to Private Interests 

Legal sales which are already made remain in force; they are to be *an*ti° ne 4 
by DWK. In future when a sale is excluded, a lease is possible. In all transfers, 
especially in exchange of shares, etc., a decision must be asked of the Committee 
for the Protection of People’s Property. No firms are to be turned over to 
VdgB. Transfers already implemented in the past are to be confirmed retro- 
actively by DWK, All proposals of the states for utilization of people-owned 
firms are implemented only if they have been confirmed by DWK. 


8 . 

Every expropriated person must receive Immediate notification of the execution 
of the expropriation. Form sheets are available to the states. The dropping 
of sequestrations (firms on List B) is to be announced by letter. These 
communications are also made if records had been previously given out. 

Documents must be served on the person concerned, in companies to the business 
manager of the executive committee. They are not to be served outside the zone. 
In these cases, public announcement is made by poster in the local courts, 

9. Organization of Peonle-Owae.d- F.lzmj. 

The headquarters of zonal combines are determined and approved by SMA Germany. 

The responsible heads of the combines are likewise, in essentials, appointed 
and confirmed* All directors are first subject to a trial period. The combines 
must be ready to work on 15 June 1948, The beginning of activity oj^ the combines 
is set for 1 July 1948.

A list of all combines »nd the firms included in them is kept only fh Sinister 
tSUnaSK** safes. The states keep only communications on the condition of the 
people-owned firms in their own state. Firms have to carry out business trans- 
actions on 30 June 1948 and establish their opening balance on 1 July 1948. 
Directions for these balances are issued. The supplying of all firms with raw 
materials, etc., must be assured in each case. For the former, distributors 
remain responsible. 


The constitution of combines in the states is to occur only after confirmation 
of the proposed list by DWK. Terminal date here is also 1 July 1948, 

Organization form within the state is given in the directive accompanying Order ?6. 


10. Dissolution of the Mai ndAdminl At ration 

The main administrations (chief directorates) are to be discontinued and dissolved. 
The work is to be carried out by 30 June 1948. In cases of necessity a main 
administration (HV) Is to be formed in the Land# The dissoliMdLon is based on 
the decree of the secretariat of DWK S/32/48 of 5 May 1948. The decree, Including 
a first notice, was presented to the Main Admini strati eyas (Dr. Fritzs for 
Saxo ny-AJ&haXt ) by hand on 14 May 1948. 


11. Office Mr People-Owned. Flnae 

Through the dissolution of the chief directorates, the offices for people-owned 
firms in the states receive higher significance. Their field of function in 
future consists essentially of* 

a. Formation and supervision of the combines of people-owned firms at Land level. 

b. Taking over of the essential part of the work of the former chief 
directorates with respect to administration and commerce. (Care and control 
of production and materials of the Land firms is handled by the competent 
special division of the ministries.) The offices have to supervise the 
combines especially with respect to property rights, profitability, and 
personnel . 

c. The offices are at the same time control bodies for all firms of the zonal 
combines, as far as they are located in the Land. For this reason, the 
closest cooperation with the directorates of the combines and with the 
Special Administrations of the DWK Is necessary. 

12. Committee for th e. Protection of. Peonlels, Property 

The Committee for the Protection of the People’s Property in t]ae Zone Is formed 
by DWK. Chairman is Dr. Lange, the former head of the Central Administration 
for Sequestration and Requisitioning. The states are ordered to form Land 
Committees for the Protection of People *s Property, which are directly subordinate 
to the minister president. The essential functions of these committees are: 

a. Establishment of a correct summary of items of the entire people's property 
In the Land. 

b. Survey of the movement of the people's property. People's property in this 
sense Includes not only expropriated firms, but everything in public use 
(schools, hospitals, museums, libraries, state domains, other estates, 
forests, public institutions, etc.).

The directives on the entry of people-owned firms in the property and trade 
registers are binding. The minister presidents of the states are to give 
instructions to this effect to the Justice officials. In order to avoid legal

The concept of legal representatives, which appears very often in Order 76 and its 
attachments, has solved doubtful questions in many circles. Selbmann himself made 
several basic statements on this topic. This is to he assumed? The concept 
people* s property 11 is newly formed? it has nothing to do with state property. 

The most important difference is the inalienability of the people’s property. 

Zone, Land, or community is not the owner, hut only the legal representative. 

The owner in every case is the people. This property concept has been removed from 
the sphere of bourgeois law? it is a concept of public law. In place of the 
owner is the legal representative, who has all rights of the possessor. 


Transfers from one legal representative to smother can be made. The firms notr 
to be transferred to the communities remain the property of the people. Cities 
and counties are likewise only legal representatives. Even in transfers to 
cooperatives, these appear only as legal representatives. The firms are not 
owned and can therefore be taken ba£k at any time. All transactions for people s 
property are to be carried out by the competent legal representative. The zonal 
administration and the Land governments commission the combines or firm 
directorates with guaranteeing the rights of the legal representative. 


15. Auditing ( Rev 1 a i ongymea ) 

Private auditors and auditing companies are no longer to be employed in people- 
owned firms. By a decree of the Secretariat of DWK, a trust company for the zone 
will be formed as a corporation of public right, with headquarters in Dresden. 
Independent branch institutions will be established in Halle or Uaumburg and in 
Potsdam. The auditing groups attached to the Land governments or the Main 
Administrations (chief directorates) are to be taken over. Terminal date for 
this is 1 July 1948. All firms which are people’s property, as well as commercial 
firms, banks, insurance companies, traffic companies, etc,, are subject to 
auditing, whether they are zonal or administered by the Land or a community. 
Definition of the extent of auditing obligations are to be worked out at the 
time. These trustee companies are in effect the court of accounts for people- 
owned property. 

A working circle is to be formed for working out of a statute for the auditing 
companies; this is made up of Dr. Kallmeyer, Dresden, Eorstbach, and Lengwinat, 
Berlin.

Subject ! Ordinance for Execution of the lew Organization of People-Owned Firms 

In order to insure an orderly execution of the new organization of people-owned firms 
and to guarantee technically, productively, and financially the coordination of ^ t e 
people-owned firms now administered by the states, the Secretariat of the DWX at its 
session of 5 May 1948 decreed* 

The Main Administrations existing in the states for people-owned firms, in regard to 
their entire activity until the final winding up of business and at the conclusion 
of the new organization of the people-owned firms, are placed directly under the 
Secretariat of DWK. This subordination has the effect that the instructions of the 
Secretariat of DWK are binding on the entire activity of the Main Administrations. 

This applies especially to the measures for financial reconstruction of the former 
organization of people-owned firms in the states, as far as the firms from these 
combines are transferred to zonal administration, and also to the ■ 

special material and the organizational basis of the apparat in the Main Administrations, 
The observation of provisions of the instruction to the Main Administrations o 
People-Owned Firms in the states is to be turned over to the member of DWA-lndustry 
responsible for the direction of the Main Division of Industry.

I. Establishment of Initial Balance 

1. All firms which were transferred to the possession of the people have to set up 
an initial balance on 1 July 1948. In the establishment of the initial balance 
the firms have to observe the following provisions* 


c. Credit obligations which were in effect for the firm on 9 May 1945 towards 
banks, firms, and individuals, towards the former Reich and the present 
state, foreign banks, firms and individuals will not Ml assumed in the 
balance of the firm ... 

d. Credit obligations of the firm which were contracted after 9 May 1945 
up to the transfer of the firm to the possession of the people will be 
included in the balance of the firm, if they are connected with ordinary 
production and trade activities. 

e. Debtor obligations which were in effect on 8 May 1945 will be incorporated 
in the balance of the firm and are subject to collection. 

Claims of firms from war damage and on the basis of blocked accounts in credit 
Institutions according to the situation 9f 9 May 1945 are not included in the 
balance. They will be separately audited by the firm direction. 

II. Distribution of Special Capital to the Tj smt 

2. Special capital is to be distributed to each firm. The distribution of special 
capital to the firms corresponds in amount to* 

a* the value of the business property, deducting planned amortization. 

b. From 60 to 85 percent of the value of the average goods and material 
inventory (raw materials, fuel, half-finished matter, products in process, 
finished goods) ... 

c. Funds valent to a 15-day operational requirement.

VII, Profit Distribution of the Firm 

1. After confirmation of the annual balance, the profit of the firm is to be 
distributed in the following manner* 

a. 10 percent of the profit will be placed in a fu£d for improvement of the 
living conditions of workers and employees. This fund will be expended 
according to decisions of the directorate for improvement of social and 
living conditions of workers. In addition it will supply means for 
premiums for workers who are distinguished by systematic production above 
the norm, 

b. 5 percent will go to a fund for systematization and research ... The 
remainder of the profits will be transmitted to the combine.
